There is a time in the life of 
every person that he does not 
know the doctrine. Some learn 
it earlier in life than others, and 
many never learn it at all. | 

Paul was so desirous for the! 
young man Timothy to learn the 
doctrine that he took him alung 
with him and gave him special 
instructions. We draw this con- 
clasion from some of Paul’s 
writings to Timothy when they 
were separated in after years. 
**But continue thou in the things 
which thou hast learned and hast 
been assured of, knowing of whom 
thou hast learned them.’’ (2 
Tim. 8:14.) “But thou hast 
fully known my doctrine,’’ says 
Paul again. 


It surely was no more im- 
portant for Timothy to stick to 
the doctrine that Paul had taught 
him than it is for us in these 
days. Paul’s doctrine is given 
in his writings which have been 
preserved for us, and we may 
know it if we put forth effort 
like Paul told Timothy to do. 
“Study,”’ said Paul. And what 
does this mean? Does it mean 
that you will get the knowledge 
without effort? Does it mean 
that information and knowledge 
will be imparted to one with no 
effort on his part? Will it be 
given to him? Will he know 
the doctrine without learning 
it? , 

Study. What is it to study? 
“The application of the mind 
to acguisition of knowledge.’’ 
Here is some more of 1t; Listen! 
‘To apply the mind closely to a 
subject; endeavor diligently ; to 
examine closely in order to learn 
thorongbly.’’ Paul told Tim- 
othy to study: _ Was it any 
more necessary for 'limothy to 
study than it is for you? 

No doubt some fail to stick to 
the doctrine because they do 
not know the doctrine. They 
never gave themselves to study. 
What they know they have just 
picked up from hearing others. 
Never carried their Bible or 
Testament with them to their 
work and studied it at the noon 
hour. Never hurried through 
supper and then buried them. 
selves in the Word till midnight 
or after. Never felt the need 
of knitting their eyebrows and 
pouring over its pages for hours 
at one sitting and searched and 
studied and dug and applied 
their minds until their heads 
felt sore. 


Those who have never done 
this scarcely kuow what the doc- 
trine is that they ought to stick 
to. Then if they do not know 
they ought to be very careful to 
stick’ te those who do know. 
When only a boy I[ used to 
tremble and feel frightened if 
any odd noise sounded out from 
the engine that rolled the huge 
machinerv. 1 had heard of ex- 
plosions and 1 did-not know but 
there might be an explosion, but 
just as soon as the engineer 
or fireman stepped up to his 
Place and quietness and calmness 
reigned in his face I felt per- 


was satisfied, however, if I was 
close to the man that did know. 
So it 1s now, if 1 do not know the 
doctrine I want to stick to the 
man that does know it. 


There are doctrines and doc- 
trinesr, but it is “‘the doctrine 
which is according to godliness,”’ 
(1 Tim. 8:5) that we must stick 
to. The very same doctrine to 
which the early “hurch adhered 
so closely. It is said of the 
three thousand that were saved 
under the first pentecostal ser- 
mon that “‘they continued stead- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine.” 
(Acts 2:42.) That is the very 
thing we are bent on doing now. 
When we say Stick to the doc- 
trine, we mean the Apostles’ 
doctrine. p 

Paul was full of stick-to-a-tive- 
ness. He was as.determined to 
hold his people steadfast to the 
doctrine as any can possibly be 
now. Heevidently knew of some 
of his preachers that were about 
to deviate or turn aside, s» when 
he left Ephesus at one time he 
had Timothy to remain and said 
he, ‘‘Oharge some that they 
teach no other doctrine.’’ (1 
Tim, 1:3.) 


And this is binding pow. The 
Ohurch of God stands for the 
doctrine of Paul and every mip- 
ister is charged particularly to 
stick to the doctrine. And if it is 
known that any do not bring the 
true doctrine they are called up 
and set right or called off en- 
tirely. ‘this may not be done at 
once because the proper authori- 
ties may not know of it at once, 
but when it is known so well that 
doubts are removed steps are 
taken. 


Paul tells of some which ‘thave 
turned aside unto vain jangling.’’ 
It is time now, that, if people do 
not stick to the doctrine taught 
by Jesus and His Holy Apostles, 
they will soon run into vain jang- 
ling and soon get divided up 
until they cannot agree in any- 
thing. They will soon ¢ et to the 
place where they will neither 
understand what they say nor 
whereof they affirm. (1 Tim. 1:7.) 
Turning aside means shipwreck 
and ruin to whoever does it. 
Paul tells of some, and names 
two men, that were of the ship- 
wreck class. We have had\a few 
of this class, and it is very 
unpleasant. Paul told Timothy 
that he delivered his two men, 
Hymenaens and Alexander, over 
to Satan, that they might learn 
not to blaspheme. 


Paul infers here that to de- 
viate from the true doctrine is 
blasphemy. If this is true, then 
it is certainly very serious to 
turn aside from the Apostlee’ 
doctrine. Then our subject be- 
comes a very important one when 
viewed in this manner 


Paul tells of others that went 
astray in his day. Some got to 
teaching that the resurrection 
was already past,which was gross 
error. [ hear of some of such 
teaching in our day. [tis just 





feetly secure. | knew nothing 
about the engine and | did not 
want to be left alone with it I 
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as false now as it was then. Paul 
says that false doctrine will eat 


|like a canker—says it will in- 


“tease to more ungedlineas. And 


all this comes because people do 
not stick to the doctrine that is 
according to godliness. 


To avoid this turning aside, 
vain jangling, and blasphemy, 
Paul advises to study. Study to 
know how to rightly divide the 
Word of truth. A right di- 
vision of the Word is a sure an- 
tidote for blasphemy, shipwreck 
and ruin. It will close the door 
against any necessity for deliver- 
ing any over to Satan. Keep 
the doctrine straight and there 
is no danger. Get the doctrine 
crooked and your whole life will 
be a failure. 

Some seem to think that a 
little turning aside will do no 
harm, but I am afraid of the 
least variation. The least varia- 
tion. of the compass will cause 
the pilot to guide his ship away 
from the proper course and if 
continued will land him on the 
rocks and the vessel and probably 
all on board will be lost. Listen 
at Paal again! ‘‘Take heed tato 
thyself, and unto the doctrine; 
continue in them: for in doing 
this thou shalt both save thy- 
self, and them that hear thee.”’ 
(1 Tim 4:16.) This is the same 
as to say that if you do not stick 
to the doctrine you will lose both 
your own soul and cause your 
hearers to go to hell also. 


It is a very serious matter to 
give out wrong teaching. It is 
no. wonder Paul told Timothy to 
charge people to teach no other 
doctine. He knew the danger- 
ous effects of wrong teaching. 
And indeed J am afraid many 
that oppose us and teach against 
divine healing and the tongues 
and the signs and the Ohurch 
will lose their souls and land in 
eternal torment. 


Stick to the doctrine! What 
is it? Repentance. ‘Except 
ye repent ye shall all likewise 
perish.”? (Luke 13:3.) Stick to 
the doctrine! What is it? Sanc- 
tification—an experience that 
makes one holy. * ‘‘Follow peace 
with all men, and holiness with- 
out which no man shall see the 
Lord.” (Heb. 12:14.) Stick to 
the doctrine! What is it? ‘Re- 
ceive ye the Holy Ghost,” and 
speak with other tongues as the 
Spirit gives the utterance. ‘‘And 
they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because 
thaton the Gentiles also was pour- 
ed out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
For they heard them speak with 
tongues,and magnify God. Then 
answered Peter, Oan any man 
forbid water, that these should 
not be baptized, which have 
received the Holy Ghost as 
well as we?’’ (Acts. 10 :45---47.) 
Stick to the doctrine! What is 
it? Healing for the body. ‘‘Him- 
self took our infirmities, and bare 
our sicknesses.”’ (Matt. 8:17.) 
“The prayer of faith shall save 
the sick and the Lord shall raise 
him up.’’ (James 5:15.) Stick 
to the doctrine! What is it? 
All that was taught by our Lord 
and His apvstles. ‘*‘Teaching 
them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you.” 
(Matt. 28:20 ) 

Yes indeed, stick to the doc- 
trine, for turning aside means 
shipwreck and ruin to whoever 
does it. You do not want to be 
ruined. Then stick to the doc- 
trine. You do not want to make 
a shipwreck of your life and do 
no good and finally be lost and 
damned forvever. 





But people often say, I don’t 





believe in your doctrine, re- 
ferring to the doctrine for 
which the Ohurch of God so no- 
bly stands. But that is all the 
worse for them. They can dis- 
believe it, but their unbelief 
does not change it nor discourage 
those who are settled firmily 
upon it. Paul never swerved 
from the straight forward course 
because others did. He never 
faltered because his own breth- 
ren forsook him and probably 
said,Paul you are wrong. No,sir! 
He found the truth. He had 
settled upon the apwstles’ doc- 
trine and nothing could cause 
him to waver. With all the suf. 
fering he had to endure for the 
doctrine, and all the influences 
thrown around him to lead him 
astray, he never turned aside or 
faltered. He is with his Lord 
today, (2 Oor. 5:8,) because he 
remained true to the doctrine. 


Paul did not believe in ‘‘soul- 
sleeping.”? He believed that it 
was better to die than tolive, be- 
cause if he died he would be with 
the Lord. (Phil. 1:21:23.) He 
knew there was a Heaven, sweet 
Heaven, awaiting the faithful. 
‘For the hope which 1s laid up 
for you in heaven.”’ (Ool. 1:5) 
And Peter also declares that 
there is ‘‘an inheritance reserved 
in heaven” for the faithful. (1 
Peter 1:4.) 


But where is the promise of 
heaven waiting for people that 
reject the doctrine of Jesus and 
His apostles? I have failed to 
find it. I do not see how people 
can ever get there that reject 
holiness and all that belongs to 
it. There are many professors 
of religion that declare we are 
wrong and of the devil, and 
warn others against- us, and re- 
ject the doctrine for which the 
Oburch of God stands so bravely, 
but 1 confess I do not see how 
they can ever get to heaven and 
continue such practices. 

The wise man says, ‘‘There is 
a way that seemeth right unto a 
mau, but the end thereof are the 
ways of death.”? (Prov. 16:25.) 
People who are followlng after 
some false doctrine may think 
they are right. The false way 
may seem right to them, but 
where will such a course land 
‘hem, even if they arg honest? 
Many idol worshipers are honest 
and sincere, but that does not 
save them. They are lost and 
forever lost if they do not accept 
Jesus and let His precions blood 
flow over their soul by faith in 
Him. ° 

To the woman at the well Je- 
sus said, ‘“*Ye worship ye know 
not what: we know what we 
worship.” (John 6:22.) We 
can just as well say to this class 
that are following in a way that 
seems to be right, You are going 
you know uot where, but we 
know where we are guing be- 
cause we are foliowing in tle 
steps of our Savior, and stand- 
ing steadfastly in the apostles’ 
doctrine. Like Jesus again we 
have meat to eat that they know 
not of. We have an experience 
and an assurance of salvation 
that those without the experi- 
ence know nothing about. 

Following the doctrine it leads 
us to a knowledge that is unmis- 
takable ‘‘We know that we 
have passed from’ death unto 
life, because we love the breth- 
ren.” (1 John 3:14.) ‘By this 
we know that we love the chil- 
dren of God (brethren) when we 





love God, and keep his corm- 


mandments, 
of God that we keep his com- 
mandments.”’ 
This makes a chain unbroken ex 


ments. This isthe doctrine from 
which turning aside means ship- 
wreck and ruin to whoever does 
it, and heaven will be missed. 


John further explains what 
love is by saying, ‘‘This is love, 
that we walk after his command- 
ments. This is the command 
ment, That, as ye have heard 
from the beginning, ye should 
walk in it.” (2John 6) From 
the beginning—when was the 
beginning? John does not leave 
us in the dark. He says it is 
the dostrine of Christ, and adds, 
‘Whosoever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 
Ohrist, hath not God.” (2 
John 9.) God is not with him, 
says John, if he does not stick to 
the doctrine. And that doctrine 
is not new doctrine, but the old 
doctrine—the apostles’ doctrine. 
This is the doctrine that was in 
the beginning. And this is the 
doctrine we must stick to. And 
Heaven, Sweet Heaven, is await- 
ing the faithful. And who are 
faithful, but those that stick to 
the doctrine that they bad in 
the beginning? 

John gives warning against 
any other-doctrine in the follow- 
ing terse language: ‘“‘If there 
come auy unto you, and bring 
not this doctrine, receive him not 
into your house, neither bid him 
God speed.’’ (2John10.) This 
is pretty close, but it is the Word 
of God and I see no way to es- 
cape if we do not stick to the doc- 
trine. And the doctrine always 
includes, sanctification, the bap 
tism of the Holy Ghost and the 
tongues, divine healing, Church 
of God, paying tithes, making 
'free-will offerings, giving, feet- 
washing, the Lord’s Supper, etc, 
ets. It does not include soul- 
sleeping, the Seventh day Sab- 
bath, total annihilation of the 
wicked, nora lot of other fads 
and deceptions that are stalking 
through the land, trying to de- 
coy and deceive and work havoc 
among honest sincere souls that 
may not be well informed in the 
Word of God. 


Stick to the doctrine, my 
friends, if you want to enjoy 
heaven, If you are not sure you 
know the doctrine, then stick to 
those that you have every reason 
to believe do know it, and sub- 
mit yourselves to their advice in 
the fear of God, and heaven will 
be yours. :

“Hell” in the Old Testament 
is the word generally and un- 
fortunately used by our transla 
tors to render the Hebrew 
*Sheol.’’—Smith’s Dictionary. 

Sheol in the Old Testament is 
the place to which the dead go. 
Scofield’s Reference Bible. In 
the New Testament it is Hades— 
synonymous terms. 


Sheol had two compartments, 
one for the wicked and one for 
the good. In Luke 16:26, we 
find that the two were separated 
by a “great gulf.’’ 


The compartment to which 
the righteous went was termed 
paradise, yet in view of each 
other and even talking distance. 
Some one may say’’ you get this 
from the parable of the rich man 
and Lazarus.’’ Who said it was 
a parable? Jesus related it as a 
matter of fact. The rich man 
was alive, conscious, in full ex- 
ercise of his faculties, memory, 
etc. and in torment. 

Men that have examined very 
closely tell us that Sheol has 


been translated grave in the 
authorized version thirty-one 
times, but the revised version 


has corrected this. 


Let us keep in mind that Sheol 
isa place for departed spirits, 
See Psalms 16:10. ‘For thou 
wilt not leave my soul in hell; 
(Sheol) neither wilt thou suffer 
thine Holy One to see corrup- 
tion.’’ ‘*He seeing this before 
spake of the resurrection of 
Ohrist, that his soul was not left 
in hell, neither his flesh did see 
corruption.’’? Acts 2:31. 

Where was Ohrist’s body? Lu 
Joseph’s new tomb. Where was 
His soul? In Sheol, the place of 
departed spirits, especially that 
second compartment of Sheol 
known then as paradise. Also 
the thief was with Him the same 
day in paradise while His body 
was yet hanging on the cross. 

Here is a prophecy attered by 
David, ‘°O Lord, thou hast 
brought up my soul from the 
grave: (Margin Heb. Sheol.) 
thou hast kept me alive, that I 
should not go down to the pit.’ 
Ps 30:3. The thought is ‘kept 
Him alive even in Sheol.” 

Here 1s another, ‘But God will 
redeem my soul from the power 
of the grave: (Heb. Sheol.) for 
he shall receive me.” Ps, 49:15. 

Here is a conversation that 
took place with departed spirits. 
This 1s concerning the anti-christ 
‘**Hell 
(Heb. Sheol) from beneath is 
moved for thee to meet thee at 
thy coming.’’ Isa. 14:9. A great 


stir takes place among the de- . 


parted spirits. ‘‘All they shall 
speak and say unto thee, Art 
thou also become weak as we? 
art thou become like unto us?’’ 
Isa. 14:10, 

“Is this the man that made 
the earth to tremble, that did 
shake kingdoms?” Isa. 14:16. 
Also ‘‘The strong among the 
mighty shall speak to him out of 
the midst of hell.”’ (Heb Sheol.) 
hizk. 82:21. 

David recognized two compart- 
ments for Sheol. He said ‘For 
great is thy mercy toward me: 
aud thou hast delivered my soul

from the lowest hell” (Heb. 
Sheol.) Ps. 86:18. Here God 
had mercy on him and saved his 
soul. He rejoiced to know that 
his soul might go to the other 
compartment having been de- 
livered from the lowest. 

The lowest Sheol is a place of 
sorrow and suffering. ‘‘The sor- 
rows of hell (Sheol) compassed 
me about.’? Ps. 18:5.- Also see 
the rich man in Sheol. Luke 
16 :23. 

The other compartment is for 
the righteous. Jobsaid, ‘*O that 
thou wouldest hide me in the 
grave, (Heb. Sheol) that thou 
wouldest keep me secret, until 
thy wrath is past.”?> Job 14:18. 
Job longed for this secret hidiveg 
place. It is not so ‘pleasant to 
think of one going to the grave, 
soul and body, no more conscious- 
ness until the resurrection. That 
is too horrible for me to think of. 
Thank God it is not so. 

Paul said, “For I am ina 
strait betwixt two, having a de- 
sire to depart, and to be with 
Christ: which is far better.”” How 
can we think of it being “far 
better” to depart if to depart 
meant ‘‘soul sleeping in the 
grave,” no consciousness for 
centuries? 

Hear Paul again, ‘‘we are con- 


le 


fident I say. and willing rather 
to be absent from the body, and 
to be present with the Lord.” 
2 Oor.5 :8. 

What! the body down herein 
the tomb and the real Paul with 
the Lord.in paradise? Yes, and 
Paul said, “It is. far better,’ 
Paradise was far better for Lag- 
arus than laying at the rich 
man’s gate. 

Here is another Scripture to 
show that the soul doesn’t sleep 
in the grave. Jacob was fally 
decided in his own mind that 
Joseph had been devoured by 
wild beasts, so he mourned and 
would not be comforted and he 
said,**For I will go down into the 
grave upto myson mourning.’’ 
Now he didn’t think of his son 
being in the grave, but yet he 
said,‘Iwill go tohim mourning.” 
Where? The Hebrew says Sheol 
not grave. So he was going to 
his son in Sheol, the place of de- 
parted spirits. Gen.37 :35. 

Jesus told the thief that He 
was going to paradise but Peter 
referred to the place as a prison 
and thatJesus preachedto the 
spirits in prison.1 Pet.3:19. Paul 
in his letter to the Ephesians r e- 
ferred to the inmates of Sheol or 
Hades as captiyes. But there 
were two kinds of prisoners. 

The prisoner of hope Zech.9: 
12. Throughthe shed blood of 
Christ and the ‘covenant, they 
became prisoners of hope, but 
prisoners of lowest hell, no hope. 
‘*As for thee also,by the blood of 
thy covenant 1 have sent forth, 
thy prisoners out of the pit| 
w herein is no water.’’Zech. 9:11. 

There they were in Sheol, 
not the lowest Sheol, but 
a compartment above the other 
Sheol, yet a prison. Jesus said 
to the women ‘Touch me not for 
I have not yet ascended to my 
Father.’’ He had been down to 
Sheol, the second compartment 
or paradise as it was then, but 
now Paul tells us that paradise 
is up, for he was caught up into 
paradise. How isit that para- 
dise is moved? We have seen 
in the above that through the 
blood of the covenant He was 
able to move the prisoners of 
hope. Zech.9:11,12. 

David prophecies about Him 
ascending on high, and leading 
captivity captive. Ps.68:18.But 
Paul tells us that He first des- 
cended to the lower parts of the 
earth, then ascended and led 
captivity captive.’’Eph. 4:8,9. 





So we see that the place of the 
righteous dead is in the immedi- 
ate presence of the Lord, but the 
place of the wicked has not been 
moved. John said, ‘‘And the 
sea gave up the dead * * * :and 
death and hell(Hades, Sheol)de- 
livered up the dead.’’Rev.20:13 
This is in the second resurrection, 
Showing that the wicked are in 
Sheol, and will be until called 
forth at the second resurrection. 

One more scripture. John saw 
under the altar souls of them 
that had been slain out im the 
tribulation » time, during the 
opening of the fifth seal. They 
had intelligence; they remem- 
bered how their bodies had been 
slain ;they prayed for vengeance; 
white robes were given them and 
they were consoled until their 
brethren should be killed, or 
their souls separated from their 
bodies as they had been. 

There is much more but I will 
desist for the present.
